At the annual meeting of the Board of 
Directors of the American Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association held during the Inter- 
national week of 1937 it was ordered that 
a fee of $50.00 should be inaugurated as 
the regular transter tee on registered Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle brought into the United 
States trom our sister country, Canada. 
Undoubtedly, the Board of Directors at that 
time were of the opinion that such a fee 
should be applied and deemed it to the best 
interests of all concerned to thus establish 
the rate. Now that this rate has run for 
more than a year a sufficient amount ot 
time has elapsed to allow reasonavie reac- 
tion. ‘his reaction seems to indicate that the 
ruling as it now stands should be modified. 
The general consensus of opinion amongst 
breeders both sides the line being that a 
reasonable and more moderate tee should be 
adopted in lieu of this present high rate. 

The Journal, as always, is desirous of 
voicing the sentiments of the breeders at 
large and offers this conclusion as a result 
of personal contact with thousands of the 
breeders throughout both the States and 
Canada. The Journal has no notion ot even 
suggesting the amount of the tee, it merely 
wishes to state that its field representatives 
are constantly and almost every day run- 
ning into opposition to this present rate. 
Could a satisfactory revision be made it 
would go a long way toward allaying the 
adverse feeling that is being generated and 
from which no good can come. Uur Cana- 
dian friends have been liberal supporters 
of our best markets and no doubt our own 
breeders will want from time to time to 
draw from their herds for new blood. A 
vast majority of the foundation cattle in 
the better herds across the border originat- 
ed within the States. The Journal would 
not like to see restrictive measures adopted 
by our Canadian friends, such as rumor has 
it that they are considering, and for that 
reason the Journal would ask the breeders 
across the line to withhold any action on 
their part until some revised consideration 
may be had by our own Board. 

After all we are one big family on this 
continent, the breeders of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle of the highest type and quality are 
altogether too few, we need more good 
cattle, we need more good breeders and we 
need to cooperate in the production of these 
cattle. Let’s all hook un to the same wagon 
and go to town.

Editorial 
American National 

At the Forty-Second Annual Convention 
of the American National Live Stock Asso- 
ciation held at San Francisco, kebruary 
15th to 17th inclusive, one of the chief 
topics for discussion was disease control 
and foremost on the list was the matter of 
Bangs disease, its control, and eradication. 
The discussions were liberal and cautious 
lest someone say something that might have 
a tendency to react to his personal detri- 
ment. Apparently the mass of cattlemen 
are fearful to openly express their genuine 
sentiments, preterring to pussy foot and 
thus stay in the good graces of the men who 
are planning and executing these control 
measures. Nevertheless there were men 
among those present at this convention, 
broad minded, tolerant, and desirous of 
serving the industry who were free to ex- 
press contrary view points. In a majority 
of the cases these points were well taken. 
The sentiment running through this vast 
concourse of cattlemen indicated a true de- 
sire to cooperate with government in the 
control of Bangs as well as all other dis- 
eases, however the impractibility of hand- 
ling thousands of range cattle in these num- 
erous blood drawings weighed heavily upon 
the minds of those operating on an exten- 
sive scale. The feeling was general that 
the authorities administering the law were 
after all servants of the breeders and that 
they should be putting forth utmost efforts 
to work with the breeders in developing a 
plan more workable. 

The accuracy of the test was denied free- 
ly—as a matter of fact some sort of vaccin- 
ation against the disease carried the strong- 
er appeal, and was generally believed to be 
the more satisfactory and economical way 
of handling the situation. These men, rep-

WHEREAS, Many BAI sanitary officials 
are now urging Bang’s disease control pro- 
grams and area work; and 

WHEREAS, This is not in conformity 
with the declared policy of the BAI in per- 
mitting this program to continue on a pure- 
ly voluntary basis; therefore be it 

Resolved, That we urge the BAI to re- 
strain their fieldmen from this unwise and 
undesirable activity; and be it further 

Resolved, That we urge our state légis- 
lature to defer action on Bang’s disease con- 
trol work until a proven method has been 
developed; also be it further 

Resolved, That copies of this resolution 
be furnished to Dr. John R. Mohler and to 
all members of the Appropriation Commit- 
tees of Congress. 


Resolution No. 23. 
WHEREAS, The cattle industry is in- 
creasingly hampered by restraint in com- 
merce, within our nation, through unneces- 
sary sanitary regulations and embargoes;

WHEREAS, Campaigns of bovine disease 
eradication and control have keen formulat- 
ed, which seem unsound and not in the best 
interest of the industry our public policy, 


-but appear more in the nature of “make- 


work programs” for the veterinary profes-

State fair and International grand 
champions were on display and entered into 
the competition. The corner of the arena 
devoted to the judging of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle held a good sized crowd throughout 
the placings. No one had expected the in- 
tense interest, nor its extent. Many of 
those who sat upon the seats or clung tenac- 
icusly to their places along the rail had 
never before laid eyes upon cattle of this 
breed. These people were fascinated by the 
scale, smoothness, depth of body, shortness 
of leg, fullness of quarters, thickness and 
levelness’ of the top lines and smoothness 
and fullness about the tail heads, to say 
nothing concerning the admiration develop- 
ed because of the mild mannered beasts 
that had so often been referred to as “the 
wild blacks”. They liked the tidy, hornless 
heads and mentioned freely the intelligent 
facial expression of the Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle.

Treasure Island Entertains Largest Show ever west of Rockies 


By Fred Hahne 


Ten glorious days were spent on Treasure 
Island at the very outset of the Golden Gate 
International Exposition when San Fran- 
cisco and all California did everything pos- 
sible to extend a most cordial welcome to 
the cattlemen of the nation. T..e display 
was indeed International in scope in as much 
as there were herds from not only most of 
the beef cattle growing states of the Union 
but from several provinces of Canada as 
well. Several Canadian herds were repre- 
sented in the Aberdeen-Angus section, where 
more than 200 head of breeding cattie and 
single fat bullocks were on display. All 
eyes had been set on the one and only high 
spot of the entire show—the grand cham- 
plonship for single fat steers. Canada had 
sent her best, as did severa: breeders and 
colleges this side the line. The Aberdeen- 
Angus had been cleaning the slate both 
east and west—would they do it on ‘lreas- 
ure Island? That was the question that 
only John Burns, manager ot one of the 
most extensive Hereford breeding piants in 
Texas, had the right to decide. The Aber- 
ueen-Angus had carried Uhicago by stor, 
tney had done Harrisburg to a finish, cap- 
tured the two shows at St. Louis, won ail 
but one of the open grand chaipionsaips 
at Denver, stopped at Ugden long enough to 
win both the Junior and the open fat bul- 
lock competitions with black steers, and 
there was in reserve tor the Golden Gate 
show a number of the best steers of the 
season together with others of high calibre 
that had not yet been on aispiay at the win- 
ter shows. To the everyday observer it 
looked like the big Golden Gate trophy 
might easily enough go the same route. 
While we looked high for a place to mount 
the ribbon, we slipped into the bay—A 
Hereford from Texas became the grand 
champion and a Shorthorn from Canada 
held the reserve grand championship posi- 
tion, Oklahoma’s Aberdeen-Angus breed 
champion just stood and looked on. 

The Aberdeen-Angus showing in the fat 
section was small, an average only of five 
entries in the four weight classes. Never- 
theless among these twenty steers was to 
be found some strictly high class speci- 
mens, bullocks that had taken top honors at 
leading shows earlier in the season were 
among those on display. However the cham- 
pionship competition simmered down to the 
college entries. Oklahoma won the two 
first light weight classes as well as the 
heavy weight, the latter becoming the breed 
champion. Iowa State College had won the 
1000 to 1150 pound class. The light weight 
steer was from a Fullerton bred dam, the 
second weight from a college bred cow, the 
heavy weight also from a college bred cow 
while the sire of the first two was Evascus 


of Page and the sire of the heavy weight 
steer was Master Page. The Iowa steer, 
Campus Captain, was a son of a cow repre- 
senting a long line of Iowa college breed- 
ing and was sired by Revolution 138th a 
son of Revolution 100th. It was a good 
strong steer show just the same. Some of 
the best the breed had to offer were in line 
so it will be known that to win our compet- 
itors in this show must have had something 
extraordinary. 
The Breeding Classes. 

The trip from Ogden was made in fine 
running time. The two trains carrying the 
show cattle halted at Oakland. From that 
point the cattle cars were loaded on large 
barges and ferried across the bay to Treas- 
ure Island. It was a group of happy faces 
that peered from the open doors as the cars 
were drawn from the ferry to hard ground 
on the Island. One of the lads was neard 
to say that he never did have any desire to 
join the navy and now he had still less— 
can’t imagine why. The bay did get a little 
rough but the natives told us that such a 
condition was very unusual, so perhaps it’s 
not so bad after all. 

The cattle were detrained immediately 
and led the short distance to the big new 
cattle barns where everything had been 
made in readiness for their arrival—stalls 
bedded and feed distributed. It was but a 
short time after arriving that the cattle 
were all down at rest. This all happened 
a couple of days before the big show was 
to open officially on the 18th. ‘thus every- 
one got pretty well adjusted before the 
crowd was permitted to swarm the barns. 

Judge H. H. Kildee, Iowa State College 
Dean, came all the way to Treasure Island 
to hang the ribbons in the Aberdeen-Angus 
classes, and said he was well pleased with 
the size of the display and the quality of 
the cattle. One thing sure, the cowmen of 
the west coast came around to have a good 


- look at the Bonnie Blacks. It was soon 


learned that quite a good many Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle have been roaming the hills 
in the rockies for many years and that 
they have never yet failed to give an excel- 
lent account of themselves and the feed they 
have consumed. It seemed that most of 
these cattle had resulted from the work 
done by Congdon & Battles during their 
years of pioneering in the Northwest and 
costal region. Rosemere bred bulls are re-

position. His first session was with a grou 
of five aged bulls and it was Garrett Tolan’s 
aged bull, Eileenmere 87th, that drew the 
first big brown ribbon, for brown had been 
selected by the exposition people to repre- 
sent first honors. And that was out of the 
ordinary, I mean the ribbon color. Next 
came a strong class of two year olds, eight 
of them paraded and drew the admiration of 
the ringside. This class was headed by E]- 
liott Brown’s many times champion Envious 
Blackcap B. 6th. There were eight senior 
yearlings and that class was headed by Eva- 
der of Wildwood, shown by W. E. Scripps 
Tolan hailed from Illinois, Brown from lowa 
and Scripps from Michigan. 'ihe three bulls 
made a wonderful showing when they lined 
up together for the senior championship. 
Eileenmere 87th was deep, thick, and short 
of leg, and carried plenty of scale; Envious 
Blackcap B. 6th was low, deep, thick, and 
carried plenty of scale for his age; Evader 
of Wildwood was another that will fill just 
such an order.

type is wrong or the blood lines of strains 
that are not top producers. Likewise, no 
other single thing about the business of 
breeding cattle or any live stock can be of 
more pleasure to a new breeder than to 
know that his original females, the back- 
bene of the herd, are the right type of good 
quality and of good strains. 

B. A. writes that Mr. Patterson secured 
four daughters of Evaxus 28th of Page, the 
senior herd sire at Cremona Farm, and by 
whom Cremona has a number of good cows. 
Evaxus 28th of Page is sired by Imported 
Evaxus of Ballindalloch and is, we think, 
one of his better sons. In this group of 
four is Fannie Bess 2d of Ada, who is out 
of Fannie Bess of Ada, to our mind the top 
cow in the Cremona herd, both from the 
standpoint of individuality and of produc- 
tion. Exceptionally short legged, thick and 
with an almost perfect head, she has breed 
character.

In a recent letter from Mrs. H. Hamilton 
Hackney of Cold Saturday Farm at Finks- 
burg, Maryland we gleaned some news that 
should be of much interest to Aberdeen-An- 
gus breeders everywhere, and especially to 
those whose farms and herds are near 
enough to have access to the New York 
market for finished beef. 

After telling us that some steers they 
had, sold at what we consider a remark- 
ably good price, Mrs. Hackney goes on to 
state “. . . But the real news is about 
George Bailey’s steer. In case he is too 
modest to write about it, I will quote what 
Mr. F. A. Benson of The New York Butch- 
ers Dressed Meat Company said to Mr. 
Bailey.” Mrs. Hackney was correct. We 
did have a letter of quite recent date from 
Mr. Bailey and not one word about this 
steer that was sent to New York, in fact 
had we not received Mrs. Hackney’s letter 
we would have known nothing about it. 

We quote the statement made by Mr. 
Benson. “. .. You had a very nice steer. We 
all admired the beef very much. He was 
chunky and not too fat, in fact this steer 
was perfect and had about everything that 
anybody could desire, and we want to con- 

ratulate you on a fine job of feeding. 
Racoasity, I believe that if he had been 
at the International in Chicago you would 
have had a good opportunity for the grand 
prize. 

The steer weighed 1030 pounds, yielded 
64.47 and we are paying you at the rate 
of 16c a pound ... This price of 16c tops 
by far any market in the country.” 

That is a remarkable statement for any 
buyer of meat to make, and when backed 
up by a price of sixteen cents per pound 
rings very true. According to our calcu- 
lation, Mr. Bailey received one hundred and 
sixty-four dollars and eighty cents for the 
steer, which is, we think, an-excellent price 
for one steer. 

But how much more value is it to the 
breeder of commercial cattle to know that 
there is such a market for good cattle. 
How many feeders today are feeding cattle 
who expect to get sixteen cents, or even 
fourteen? We rather expect that a great 
number of feeders are hoping to get ten 
cents. 

To us the lesson to be learned is that 
of good cattle. Why will breeders of com- 
mercial cattle not demand better sires, and 
why do commercial feeders continue to buy 
inferior cattle? To that query may be the 
answer that they can earn a profit with 
inferior cattle because they cost less to start 
with, which same answer is true. However, 
how much more can be earned with better 
feeding cattle? For example, a good type 
feeder calf in good condition will surely 
feed to a nicer finish at less cost than an 
inferior one. The inferior one will always 
require more feed to get ready and never 
will be in the premium class. 

We have seen a number of letters simi- 
lar to that from which Mrs. Hackney quot- 
2d for us, and written by this same firm. 
They have a market clamoring for the fin- 
est beef. They are happy to pay a just 
premium for such beef, but for the most 
part are unable to secure as much of it as 
they can use. 

An important part of breed promotion 
must lie in teaching breeders of commercial 
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cattle, and the same applies to many pure 
bred breeders, to secure better bulls, bulls 
of better type, of more quality, of more 
depth of body, less wasty, and with the 
kind of a quarter that this Wickwire steer 
must have had to dress as high a percent- 
age as he did and to be termed perfect. 
Undoubtedly, this steer was a pure bred 
steer. Does that lessen the fact that the 
quality of the sire pays a good premium? 
Not at all, for to get a good steer, one 
must have both a good sire and a good 
dam. By the use of an outstanding sire,

Free. With the many stringent regulations 
of some of the eastern states, a sale con- 
signment of this nature offers inducements 
such as few are able to offer. The breeder 
buying cattle too, should be more anxious 
to secure cattle from herds that are accred- 
ited, for it is an added precaution. Despite 
the fact that all cattle from accredited herds 
can be sold to these states, Maryland breed- 
ers are taking further precautions to protect 
the buyer, for each animal will have another 
test, prior to the sale and within thirty days 
of that date.

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Breeders All in Favor of Decision Made at Annual Meeting

10th to make plans for the more rapid ad- 
vancement of the breed in their home coun- 

j nd state. 
"The meeting was started at ten o’clock 
by a short talk by J. D. Blackwell, Presi- 
dent of the Missouri State Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association. The talks of the 
morning were interesting and held the at- 
tention of the many breeders present. In 
fact, 1 do not know of any similar meeting 
that has been held in the mid-west that had 
such a turnout. Missouri has a total of 
around two hundred and fifty members in 
the state association, and of this number 
nearly one half present at this meeting, and 
the day was not exactly the kind that is an 
inducement for much traveling. 

Of the more than one hundred and twen- 
ty-five men present we counted only four- 
teen county agents and one vocational in- 
structor, all from Missouri and _ the outsid- 
ers at this meeting included William Bar- 
ton, American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ 
Association fieldman, Frank Richards of the 
Drovers Journal and Dick Hahne of the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus Journal staff. This meant 
that well over a hundred actual Missouri 
breeders were present to find out just. what 
they could help do to increase activity in 
this great work. 

After J. D. Blackwell’s introductory 
speech he introduced E. A. Trowbridge, of 
Columbia University, who talked on the 
subject of “Important Items in Aberdeen- 
Angus Cattle Business in Missouri.” W. A. 
Cochel followed with a short talk about the 
Missouri Beef Cattle Producers’ Contest and 
Dr. H. E. Curry, State Veterinarian gave a 
very interesting talk on “Keeping Cattle 
Healthy,” and also brought into this sub- 
ject things of importance about the ship- 
ping of cattle into other states and the reg- 
ulations laid down by other state organi- 
zations. Mr. L. C. Loest, breeder from 
King City, Missouri, talked about Aberdeen- 
Angus Cattle as Farm Equipment. 

By this time it was the noon hour, and 
although Mr. William Barton was scheduled 
for a talk before lunch time, his speech was 
held over until after the breeders had !unch- 
ed as a body in the dining room of the ho- 
tel, which they filled nearly to capacity. 

Bill, as I said, was the first speaker after 
dinner, and his talk was based on “Aber- 
deen-Angus Progress,” he also worked into 
this talk some reports of the late shows 
and also the tremendous amount of work 
that was being handled at this time by the 
Association offices. One statement that 
pleased all of the breeders was that the 
Aberdeen-Angus had more new members 
this season than either of the other beef 
breeds, and while the Hereford men were 
recording more cattle that we, we were 
sending in so many new registrations and 
transfers that the Chicago offices were run- 
ning normally six weeks behind schedule. 

Just as soon as Bill finished with his talk, 
which was appreciated very much by the 
breeders, he left the meeting, for he panned 
on being in Fort Worth for the first of the 
shows and had over eight hundred miles to 
travel to get there. Bill will be present at 
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the Howard County sale, April 18th, and 
will be glad to meet with any of you and 
help vou settle any problems. 

The election of officers followed. They 
were: J. A. Daggs, Arbela, Missouri, Pres- 
ident; L. C. Loest, King City, Missouri, 
Vice-President; Joe D. Hooten, Lees Sum- 
mit, Missouri, Secretary and E. A. Trow- 
bridge, Columbia, Missouri, Treasurer. The 
directors selected were, Victor Hoffman, 
Kirksville, Missouri; Rol M. Evans, Mary- 
ville, Missouri; and Curtis H. Eastwood, Mc- 
Credie, Missouri. 

Jack Daggs, newly elected president of 
the association was also listed for a short 
talk at this time and the subject of this 
speech was one close to the heart of every 
breeder, “Breeding Cattle as a Profitable 
Enterprize and Its Help to a Community.” 
This talk was followed by a very interesting 
subject also, that of “Managing a Pure Bred 
Herd,” this was given by J. D. Hooten, Lees 
Summit, Missouri, who is the manager of 
the Lonjac herd. This talk was of such 
importance that I felt it should be publish- 
ed for the benefit of all of the breeders, 
both those Missouri boys who could not at- 
tend and also the breeders located outside 
of that state. This is the talk given by 
Mr. Hooten: 


Herd Management 
J. D. Hooten. 

As breeders of pure bred Aberdeen-An- 
gus cattle, there are two major problems 
with which we have to deal. The first, and 
most important one, is inheritance. Here 
is where we have to exercise skill in select- 
ing and mating individuals that have good 
ancestry as well as being good individually. 
Regardless of how well a group of cattle 
may look to us as individuals, unless they 
do have good ancestry or breeding behind 
them, we are apt to be disappointed in 
their offspring. However, we can take a 
group of fairly well bred cows and breed 
them to an outstanding bull of excellent 
breeding and do wonders. 

I am sure we, as breeders, pure bred or 
commercial, do not place enough stress up- 
on the selection of a suitable bull to head 
our herds. We must not only look for a 
bull that is of the correct type, conforma- 
tion, and quality, but one that has all of 
these necessary qualifications, along with 
good producing individuals in his immediate 
ancestry. This will give you or us further 
assurance of him producing his kind and 
producing it uniformly. 

We must not lose sight of the fact that a 
herd bull has to do with the type, quality 
and conformation of not only one half, as 
do each of our cows, but he has to do with 
thirty or forty calves each year, more or 
less, depending upon the size of our herd. 

On a commercial basis, the fact has been 
definitely proved by our state experiment 
stations, that the use of a good bull com- 
pared with an inferior one, increases the 
value of the calves from $5.00 to $10.00 at 
weaning time. Also, if these calves are 
kept until they are yearlings the difference 
may, in some cases, run up to $25.00. Even 
on the commercial basis it would not take 
very many calves sired by a superior bull 
to pay for his original cost. However, we 
still find many men who insist on never 
paying more for a bull than they would for 
a good female. 


Regardless of how well bred your cows 
are, regardless of who the ancestors of your 
herd sire may be, our breeding problem is 
still only half solved. Namely, good breed- 
ing and inheritance are powerless to over- 
come improper care and stunting due to in- 
sufficient or incorrect feeding. It is also 
quite true that good feeding and care can- 
not make up for the deficiencies caused by 
poor. inheritance. 

This brings us to our second major prob- 
lem, management, which is practically as 
important as the first. 

In discussing management of a pure bred 
herd of beef cattle, we might mention first 
something as to the necessary simple equip- 
ment to properly care for the cattle. An 
open type shed facing south, to protect the 
cattle in the winter time from the cold 
rains, winds, and storms, is needed. Along 
with this shed there should be a large lot 
or pasture in which the cattle may exer- 
cise. In this lot may be placed feed bunks 
in which both their hay and ensilage may 
be fed. As Aberdeen-Angus cattle are very 
hardy and vigorous they will spend most of 
the time outside of the shed in the open air. 

Next might be mentioned the feeds neces- 
sary to maintain the herd, which is of 
greater importance than we fully realize. I 
feel that this is just as important to the 
man who is producing beef cattle as it is to 
any class of live stock producers. The more 
economical we can supply the correct kinds 
of feeds, the greater chance we have of 
making a profit from our investment. 

In order to supply the necessary feeds at 
the lowest possible cost, they should be pro- 
duced on the farm. The most profitable 
production and utilization of pasture, for- 
age, and grain produced on the farm will 
require a lot of hard study and work to 
plan and put into effect a system of proper 
rotations best adapted to your own particu- 
lar farm. We are all aware of the fact 
that beef cattle utilize pasture grasses and 
unsalable roughage better than any other 
class of live stock. Assuming this is true, 
our first job would be to plan a pasture ro- 
tation or system whereby we could have 
pasture as many months out of the year as 
possible, then make plans to produce enough 
other feeds to carry the cattle while not on 
pasture. Some of the more common past- 
ure crops we can produce in Missouri are as 
follows: 

(1) Blue grass, which can be pastured 
in the spring and fall or winter months. 

(2) Korean Lespedeza, that can be 
grown in connection with most any of our 
small grain crops, makes excellent pasture 
during midsummer. 

(3) Winter Barley makes excellent fall 
pasture, and fits very well into a two year 
rotation with sweet clover on a farm where 
sweet clover can be grown and where two 
fields are available. 

(4) Sweet clover sown in the spring on 
a small grain crop will make excellent past- 
ure after the grain crop has been removed. 
Then the second year sweet clover produces 
a very early pasture in the spring which 
will give the blue grass a chance to get 
started before turning in on it. It is better 
if you can provide a first and second year 
field each year. 

(5) Wheat is another very good pasture 
crop, particularly for spring, which can eith-

er be pastured out or take cattle off in time 
for a grain crop. 

Wheat is also used by some for fall past- 
ure, however we do not like to seed it early 
enough in the fall for pasture because of 
the Hessian fly. Wheat fits in very well 
with a lespedeza one year rotation, seeding 
the wheat in the fall after the lespedeza 
seed has matured. With the combination of 
part or all of these different pasture crops; 
pasture can be provided practically the year 
round in normal seasons. 

A roughage crop of some kind should be 
included on each farm to provide feed for 
the cattle during winter months and enough 
extra feed to feed the cattle for a reason- 
able length of time in the event of short 
pasture. For this purpose it is hard to 
beat Atlas Sorgo, which will produce up 
to 25 tons of silage per acre, 10 to 12 tons 
on an average. 

This can be fed either in the form of dry 
fodder or as silage, which is an excellent 
succulent feed. Where silage is fed alone, 
each cow will consume about one ton per 
month. When cows have access to corn 
fields, straw or other roughage the amount 
of silage consumed will be about one half 
ton per month. In addition to this rough- 
age whici is low in protein and minerals, 
each cow should receive one pound a day 
of a protein supplement such as Cotton 
= Meal or four to six of some legume 

ay. 

ln handling the breeding herd, cows and 
heifers are ordinarily bred to calve in the 
spring of the year after the cows are on 
grass and the calves weaned when about 8 
months old. However, some prefer to have 
their calves dropped in January and Feb- 
ruary and creep feed them. The early calf 
will consume more grass, its mother will 
suckle longer, and as the calf has access to 
a creep and is used to eating grain, will not 
be affected so much by the short grass in 
summer. 

Some breeders breed their cows to calve 
in January and February, May and June 
and September and October. This is par- 
ticularly true of breeders who get out a 
show herd. Others make a practice of this 
so that their sale cattle will not all be 
ready to sell at one time and the breeder 
will have something of breeding age for 
sale almost any time of the year. 

The breeding may be done by bringing 
each cow up to the bull lot or letting the 
bull run in the pasture with the cows. A

essity of further protein supplement such 
as cotton seed meal or linseed oil meal, 
Silage is probably one of the best and most 
economical feeds we can use in a mainten- 
ance ration. If it is not available any kind 
of home grown roughage can be used in- 
stead. 

It is always advisable to keep the bull 
in a separate paddock in the winter time 
and feed him a little grain, about ten 
pounds per day with all the roughage he 
will clean up. 

It is also advisable to separate the young- 
er heifers and bulls that are intended for 
breeding purposes, from the main herd. It 
is well to feed these growing calves sep- 
arately, all the silage they will clean up 
and in addition, one to two pounds of cot- 
ton seed meal or all the alfalfa or clover 
hay they will clean up instead. Some rec- 
ommend feeding also four to five pounds 
of grain daily. 

In the summer time the entire herd may 
run on pasture and of course as much of 
the whole year as you have pasture avail- 
able. It is always necessary that each 
pasture have shade and plenty of water. 
In addition it is well to supply the cows 
with some mineral and salt. The calves 
may run with the cows until they are about 
eight months old and then weaned. It is 
also a good practice to provide a creep for 
the calves. This is a very economical way 
to put an extra 100 pounds of weight on 
a calf by weaning (Please turn to page 29

Very often after one has driven consider- 
able distance to see a breeder, he finds that 
breeder away from home, so, when having 
driven some miles to see one and you hap- 
pen to be able to see another, fortune is 
indeed kind. 

Stopping at Jackson, Tennessee one eve- 
ning not so long ago, I called Mr. R. H. 
Scott, manager of Ames Plantation and 
found that he was terribly busy,, but still 
welcomed me to come on down. More he 
informed me that W. A. “Bill” Barton of 
the national association was to come in 
later. So when my telephone rang that 
evening, I wasn’t surprised to hear “Bill’s” 
voice but was taken aback to learn that 
Quercus Farms, owned by Aldrich Brothers 
was so near to Ames Plantation. Bill sug- 
gested that I come on down, so after calling 
Mr. Scott and telling him that I wouldn’t be 
at Ames Plantation until along about lunch 
time, (Yes, I did have an invitation), I 
hurried on toward Michigan City, Mississip- 
pi where I found Mr. Barton and Mr. Ran- 
som Aldrich getting ready to have a look 
at the cattle. After all, that was my pur- 
pose, too, so we donned boots (there’d been 
a lot of rain the night before), and we 
started out to see just what a good sized 
Mississippi herd of Aberdeen-Angus would 
be like. 

Mr. Ransom Aldrich is altogether interest- 
ed in developing a real breeding herd of cat- 
tle, and wanted us to have a look, first, at 
his battery of herd bulls. I rather expected 
to see one or possibly two pretty fair bulls, 
but was both surprised and pleased to see 
four much better than average bulls. For 
your information there is upwards of one 
hundred fifty head of breeding cows at 
Quercus Farms, Michigan City, Mississippi, 
and that alone is no small operation. 

The first herd sire that we saw was 
Barney of St. Albans, a good thick rugged 
son of Emulous famed herd sire at St. Al- 
bans Farm during their heyday. This bull 
has been and is doing a real job, as his 
calves will testify. Next was Eminence of 
St. Albans, and he was being fitted for ex- 
hibition at some of the southern fairs to 
be held soon. Eminence, as we all recall, 
was purchased by Aldrich Brothers last 
June 2d in the Mercer County Sale. We 
rather expect that his consistently good gets 
had been noted by Mr. Aldrich in the herds 
of L. McWhorter and Son and Milo Sheats 
at Aledo, previous owners of the bull. With 
his breeding, and he too is a son of that 
same great sire, Emulous, Aldrich Brothers 
should go for in producing good cattle. Mr. 
Aldrich told us that they have a number 
of cows bred to Eminence of St. Albans 
and we think that he can expect to get 
a fine crop of calves. The third herd sire 
that we saw was Brigadier of St. Albans. 
I rather think he is the best of the lot. A 
little more style and quality, just as low 
set and thick and, we think, after seeing 
some of his calves, just a little the better 
all the way through. Brigadier is of the 
same blood lines, for his sire, Eroica of St. 
Albans, is another son of Emulous. The 
fourth bull was a grandson of Revolution 
100th. He, too, was secured in Mercer 
County, and is a son of Bar Marshall 2d 
of Strathmore, a bull that was used with 
fine success by both L. McWhorter and Son 
and Milo Sheats. He is still too young a bull 
to make much comment about, yet appears 
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to me and to Bill Barton, too, as a good 
prospect for a herd sire. He has the type 
and thickness as well as the low setness. 


We liked the bulls, and were eager to see 
the calves. Not too many of them had 
dropped yet, but those we did see made us 
appreciate the job that these herd sires 
are doing. Then we saw the bulk of the 
cow herd, and we think that the bulls should 
sire a lot of good calves, for there’s a cow 
herd at Michigan City, Mississippi that may 
not boast a lot of Juana Ericas or McHenry 
Blackecaps or other more popular tribes, 
yet from the standpoint of individuality, 
uniformity, quality and calves, and we wish 
to emphasize the latter, will cause many a 
herd to see to their herd sires. Looking at 
the cow herd, we were especially happy to 
note the good strong tops and straight bot- 


tom lines, the thickness and the type, smooth ~ 


deep bodied cows. They produce calves a 
good calves. 

However, by now much time had passed 
and we were sixteen miles from Ames Plan- 
tation and had definitely accepted an en- 
gagement for lunch with Mr. and Mrs. R. 
H. Scott. Moreover, the National Field 
Trials were being held at Ames Plantation 
and as secretary of the organization, Mr. 
Scott was terribly busy. So with a quick 
parting we were on our way. Bill knew 
the way and proceeded down the road at 
his usual pace, possibly faster. 

We arrived on time or at least before Mr. 
Seott managed to get in, so the noon hour 
was spent with him and Mrs. Scott. Soon 
after lunch Mr. Scott had to leave and with 
Mrs. Scott as our guide, and we think she’s 
first rate at showing visitors the things 
of interest, we started. First a look at 
the quail. Why bother with quail? Well, 
both Bill and I had seen quail, but never 
the variety that are being developed at 
Ames Plantation. These birds are native 
to the vast acreage of Mr. Hobart Ames 
and he has had them trapped and is stock- 
ing the plantation with the variety. They 
are brick red in color and a rare and beau- 
tiful sight. After having spent a few min- 
utes with the birds we went through the 
kennels and we don’t think we have ever 
seen so many fine looking pointers and set- 
ters and other bird dogs. -Not being in the 
know as to what makes a good or an in- 
ferior bird dog, we refrain from comment. 
The dogs were, however, a fine group and 
we are sure are tops, anywhere. 

Rain had been starting to fall and so we 
hurried on, to the barns and the cattle. 
Jock Bruce, long time successful herdsman 
for Ames Plantation met us and soon we 
were looking at the new members of the 
1939 Show herd. Right here was the rea- 
son for my coming to Ames Plantation, the 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle. After having seen 
this show herd meeting the competition 
at many of the leading middle western 
shows, (still the toughest league in Aber- 
deen-Angus shows), I had wondered just 
what was down at this southern herd that 
seemed to consistently produce top show 
cattle. One gets a little inquisitive, per- 
haps, yet, we have an idea that it isn’t 
merely idle curiousity, but the wish to know 
so that one might be better able to pass 
along a little information to someone more 
or less new in the business and desiring to 
learn some of the rules. We rather think 
it is the old story. Use the best bulls ob-

and be abie to meet any and all compete 


I shall not try to tell you 
herd, for the rain rather ‘halted be 
seeing as much of it as we had planned. 
I might say though that the cows are whaj 
you, after seeing the show cattle, might 7 
pect to find. And about the bulls, Pos, 
sibly, of the greatest interest to me wa, 
a chance to see the old master of the lot 
Ames Plantation Pal, twice reserve grana 
champion at the International and sire of 
many first prize winners. Ames Plants. 
tion Pal was calved in the month of July 
in 1926, and it takes no great mathematician 
to figure that he is soon to be thirteen 
years of age. One doesn’t see a bull that 
old very often, and less often does one see 
a bull that has that age look so well. Ames 
Plantation Pal will still weigh several hun 
dreds of pounds, just how many I don't 
know, but by looking at him, you can gee 
why the Ames Plantation cattle have the 
low-setness, the thickness and quality that 
they have. 

Jockey Bruce was telling me of a great 
son of this bull and how he figured that 
he might outdo his famed sire as a herd 
bull at Ames Plantation. Belman 2d, a 
son of Black Belmore might, today, be con- 
sidered the leading sire, and his get have 
been doing very well for Ames Plantation, 

We were delighted with the way that 
Ames Plantation Pride’s Eric was looking 
and it might be well to watch this bully 
this year. 

But back to the house in a rain storm. 
So much of a rain storm that both Bill 
Barton and I decided to remain the night 
at Ames Plantation and both of us were 
happy to do so, for it gave us the eve- 
ning to visit with Mr. Scott. 

Ames doesn’t have the largest herd of 

cattle in the south, but it must be rated 
well up in the top if not at the very top 
for quality. I rather imagine there is about 
one-hundred cows, possibly a few more, 
surely not as many as could be carried on 
the plantation. ’Tis better to have a few 
and have them good, then to keep too many 
and have little if any care as to what they 
are. 
We'll be back at Ames Plantation again, 
likely, much sooner than we expect, and we 
shall try to arrive at some time when the 
sun outdoes the rain, and it’s easier to see 
the herd.

For some time we have thought about 
commenting on different Virginia breeders’ 
herd sires. The state as a state really has 
a number of outstanding breeding bulls. It 
has the distinction of being one of two 
states that can boast of two International 
grand champion bulls, Oklahoma being the 
other state with a like number. 

Just how many first prize bulls at the 
International are now doing service in Vir- 
ginia I do not recall. However, it isn’t our 
purpose to bring up show records, rather 
to comment on the successful record of 
several bulls in the breeding pens on Vir- 
ginia farms. 

It will not be possible to consider more 
than one or two bulls in any one issue. We 
hope to comment on as many as possible 
in succeeding issues. This month, we have 
selected two herd sires. It so happens that 
the one, General 2d of Page, is a full broth- 
er to the sire of the other, Prince Parade. 
Moreover both bulls are bred by the same 
breeder and each well represents the herd. 

Since General 2d of Page is the older 
of the two bulls and has been in service 
longer in Virginia, we shall consider him 
first. The tabulated pedigree of each bull 
appears on this page and a perusal of them 
will tell a story of real breeding. 

General 2d of Page was never a show 
bull. He was purchased by Mr. F. H. T. 
Walton, owner of Creswell Farms as a calf. 
Mr. Walton wanted an outstanding bull. 
General 2d of Page was selected from Hart- 
ley Stock Farm, where he was bred. At the 
time, he was considered one of that season’s 
better calves. Carefully grown out he has 
developed into one of Virginia’s leading 
herd sires. We consider that he is that sole- 
ly upon his record in the breeding pen at 
Creswell. 

Looking back at his pedigree we see that 
his sire is Revolution of Page 11th, a very 
good reason for his get being as uniformly 
good as they are. According to many who 
are considered excellent judges of Aber- 
deen-Angus, Revolution of Page 11th will 
rank the equal of any of Blackcap Revolu- 
tion’s many good sons. Not from the stand- 
point of show record, but from the get sired 
by him. However, General 2d of Page’s 
dam must have something to do with his 
type and quality, his fleshing and his 
smoothness. This cow, Imported Genevette 
of Ballindalloch was one of the group select- 
ed by Mr. Kenneth McGregor for the Hart- 
ley Stock Farm herd at Page, North Da- 
kota. Her sire was Jorum of Ballindalloch, 
and the man accustomed to studying Scotch 
pedigrees admits that this bull was a great 
sire. 

General 2d of Page is not a large bull, he 
never will be that. He is though a compactly 
built, short legged individual with smooth- 
ness and a great spread of rib. 

But why consider him an outstanding 
sire? Look back a couple or three years. 
In one of the early Virginia sales, Creswell 
Quality Enchanter was one of the tops. In 
1937 in the Virginia sale, Geneleric of Cres- 
well was purchased by Monocacy Farms of 
Frederick, Maryland, for $725.00, the top of 
the Virginia Sale. Two other bulls offered 
that day, also out-averaged the sale. Last 
fall, General Georgius of Creswell, another 
son of this same bull again topped the Vir- 

ginia sale by several hundred dollars, selling 
for an even $1200.00. I have seen other

sons of this bull and a number of females. 
All have a certain good type, are of good 
quality and are further evidence of this 
bull’s good record. Creswell calves sired by 
General 2d of Page are eagerly sought, and 
go on to make most acceptable breeding 
cattle. One son, last fall was exhibited at 
the Virginia State Fair and proceded to 
win his class against real competition. 

If the opportunity invites, take advant- 
age of it and visit Creswell, meet Mr. Wal- 
ton and his herdsman Colin Campbell and 
see General 2d of Page, and do more, check 
though the calves on the farm sired by this 
bull. We think you'll like them. 

Prince Parade, a son of General of Page, 
who is a full brother to General 2d of Page, 
was first brought into Virginia by Mr. Al- 
exander B. Hagner to head his herd. Mr. 
Hagner selected him for the Broadview 
herd from Andelot Stock Farms at Wor- 
ton, who had bought this young herd sire 
from Hartley Stock Farm at Page, North 
Dakota. Mr. Hagner used this young bull 
with great success. Last summer he was 
prevailed upon by Mr. George Sloan to sell 
the bull and now Prince Parade is at the 
head of the Whitehall Farm herd, at War- 
renton. We think his service there will re- 
sult in the same uniformly good calves that 
was the case at Broadview. Prince Parade 
was sired by General of Page, first prize 
aged bull at the 1936 International Live 
Stock Exposition, and his dam was Pure 


Pride 3d, the dam of the 1930 International 
grand champion female. The breeding is 
seldom excelled. But how about the get 
of this young herd sire. As yet, we haven't 
seen calves by him at Whitehall Farms, 
But we rather expect to see a number there 
this spring and summer. Yet, we have 
seen enough of his get to term him a good 
breeding bull, and one upon whom a breed- 
er may build a cow herd of top quality. 
Bull calves by him at Broadview sold very 
well. Cows, bred to his service and with 
calves at foot by him, were received at the 
1937 Virginia sale at considerably more 
than the sale average. A steer sired by 
Prince Parade was exhibited by Broadview 
at the 1938 Baltimore Live Stock Show and 
went on to win his class, then the champion- 
ship for open Aberdeen-Angus steers and 
was made reserve grand champion of the 
show. Prince Parade is a very thick bull 
with excellent quarters and a_ beautiful 
head. His calves are nice headed and have 
his thickness of body as well as a good 
strong top and bottom line. Mated to the 
cows at Whitehall, many of which are de- 
scendants of Perinthian, the get by him 
promises to be of the finest type and con- 
formation. We have seen what kind of 
calves drop to the service of Prince Parade 
and as time goes on, his get will become 
more and more valuable. In our opinion he 
must be rated one of the better bulls in 
the state of Virginia. 


incase Bull Sale Wednesday, Apak Sly 


In the February issue of the Journal we 
mentioned that Virginia breeders of Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle were sponsoring two 
breed promotional sales. We state that 
these sales are breed promotional, for there 
are many cattle that are consigned to these 
sales that could be sold at much better 
prices. But, the Virginia Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association recognizes the need 
for more good bulls to be used on commer- 


cial herds of cattle in Virginia, and knows 
that the best way to introduce better bulls, 
is to afford these breeders of commercl 
cattle the opportunity to secure better bulls 
at reasonabfe prices. These spring sales 
of bulls with a few females are just that, 
opportunities to secure good sires and good 
females at under-average prices. 

Just why is that breed promotion? Some 
might state that it leads the commercial 
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t to purchase good bulls at 

—_ ‘onder the real value. Possibly so, 

— does promote the breed, for once 
sacha secured the services of a good bull, 

sted the difference in his calf crop, that 
so commercial breeder will learn as has 
he western rangeman, that the original 
cost of a bull really doesn’t matter. Fifteen 

r twenty calves sired by a good bull in 
comparison with the same number sired by 
an inferior bull offer quite a lesson. 

Virginia as a state has some of the fin- 
est herds of breeding cattle in the land. The 
really top herds are we believe Aberdeen- 
Angus. But how does the selling of a num- 
ber of good bulls promote the business of 
Virginia breeders? Once having secured a 
good sire, the commercial breeder is look- 
ing for another and will nine times out of 
ten secure his next herd sire from the same 
herd or the same sale. That will increase 
the demand for good bulls and as the de- 
mand for bulls increase, so will the price be 
governed. tines 

For quite a few years, Staunton, Virginia, 
has been the site or a bull sale. again this 
year, on Wednesday, April 5th, a sale of 
good quality bulls and a tew females will 
pe held at this location. 

Mr. Kenneth Litton, Animal Husbandry 
Extension expert for V. P. 1. and the state 
service has been in charge of selecting these 
cattle, making arrangements for the sale 
and will manage the event. Mr. Litton 
knows his live stock, and recognizes the 
value to the state of Virginia of good sires. 
Accordingly, he has sought and_ secured 
bulls and females of good type and of good 
production strains for this sale. From 
iourteen of Virginia’s better herds come 
these cattle. We regret that we have been 
unable to see them, yet knowing most of 
the herds, we feel that we do know a little 
about what we may expect to find at the 
Staunton, Virginia, as well as the Athens, 
Georgia, sale. 

We shall mention just a few of the con- 
signors, and the kind of cattle they are 
breeding, what they are entering, and from 
that we leave it to you to make your own 
conclusions. 

In the list, we find that Broadview, War- 
renton, is consigning one female.

ing the Aberdeen-Angus herds not only in 
Howard County, but in Missouri.

Herd Management 


(Continued from page 14) 

All bull calves not kept for breed- 
oses should be castrated any time 
after they are three or four months old 
up to five months of age. However, the 
younger they are castrated the less shock 
‘t will be to the calf and the sooner he 
will recover. If bull calves are castrated 
when much older‘they will show staggy. 

The operation may be performed with a 
knife or with Burdizzo pincers, by an ex- 
perienced man. 

It is always well to keep an accurate rec- 
ord of production on each cow in the herd. 
This will enable any breeder to cull and 
improve his herd systematically, by weed- 
ing out his poorest producers. 

One very important thing that I have 
failed to mention is always to handle your 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle gently and quietly. 
If they have been properly handled there 
need never be any trouble with wild, un- 
ruly stock, and there will never be any 
justification for the often heard expression, 
“wild Angus.” This is one thing that will 
pay any breeder big dividends without any 
cost to him whatever. 

Our next important job is fitting for sale 
and selling. A breeder’s job is not by any 
means completed, when he has bred and 
developed superior cattle; he must now 
market his animals. It is true that a 
breeder’s top animals will sell themselves, 
but we all know that it requires salesman- 
ship to sell our average animals. 


The two principal ways of selling our 
surplus breeding stock are by public sale 
or private sale. Regardless of which meth- 
od we may use, our sales should be planned 
years in advance; that is, to use the ut- 
most care in selecting and mating the ani- 
mals parents and grandparents to produce 
an animal of good merit. 

The sale animals should be well grown 
out and kept in good condition. In addi- 
tion, it will be necesasry to carry a certain 
amount of advertising to let the people who 
are interested in your breed of catile know 
you are a breeder and what you have for 
sale. One very good means of advertising, 
one which very few of us take advantage 
of, is exhibiting at fairs. 

I might sum up in closing that the suc- 
cess of any breeder of pure bred cattle 
will depend upon these three things that 
have been discussed: proper selection and 
mating, proper care and feeding, and suc- 
cessful marketing at a fair price.

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next speaker of the day was E. S. Matteson 
of the Missouri College of Agriculture and 
the subject was “Improving Quality of Mis- 
souri Calf Crop.” At this time he worked 
into his talk some of the ideas that were 
being planned for a calf club show, in which 
all of the Missouri boys shculd be interested 
and which they can learn about by con- 
tacting their county agent.

I would like to make just one remark

It is a sad 
thing indeed when any man, knowing his 
own cattle well does not identify them so 
that others can be sure of the records, for 
if that man is accidently killed his cattle 
become nothing but grade cattle and his 
family forced to sell them as such in set- 
tling up the estate. Many valuable cattle 
have been lost in this manner and I sin- 
cerely hope that you will take steps today 
toward identifying your cattle. Of the 
many herds visited this past season about 
half were not properly chained or marked. 
Let’s not take any chances now when the 
value of our cattle is on the up grade and 
due to go on in popularity rapidly.

out and do a good job of siring choice 
breeding cattle. There are a number of 
other breeders who have entered one bull, 
and among them Gary G. Smith, a long time 
breeder, whose herd of cows greatly im- 
pressed me when I first saw them, and the 
impression has remained on each succeed- 
ing visit.

Last year, again there were those who 
feared the results.

One breeder, who makes no claims for the 
most popular of blood lines, had been 
mighty busy getting his cattle in condition, 
They averaged well over two hundred and 
fifty dollars. I doubt if he had ever sold 
open heifers at an average of one hundred 
and fiftv dollars before. We know he was 
delighted, as were all the consigning breed- 
ers. Their expectations were not for a high 
average, they hoped to sell their cattle and 
secure decent prices. 

Prior to the 1988 sale, a pool was made 
up among the breeders and a few others 
with each contributing a quarter and offer- 
ing his or her guess as to the average the 
sale might make. The guesses started at 
one hundred and fifty dollars and went on 
up to about two hundred and thirty-five 
dollars. I recall mine was about two hund- 
red, to which some one politely informed 
me I was much too high, and just a little 
bit touched. I replied that some one had 
to be optimistic, but that my guess wasn’t 
either optimism or foolish. The sale proved 
the guess, far off, but not too high. The 
average was almost two hundred and fifty 
dollars, and was one of the best sales of 
the entire season. aa 

Because of the many cases of pessimism 
that were existent, and the very favorable 
results that have been secured, we feel that 
the cattle in the 1939 Eastern States sale 
will be far superior to those of the past two 
years. That means a very good offering.

These 
cattle were mated to the very best bulls 
available, sires of the Earl Marshall and 
Blackcap Revolution blood lines, and_ in 
later years a Miss Burgess bull was used, 
giving Glyn Mawr several double bred Miss 
Burgess females.
